A List  of  Books  and  Periodicals 


The  Bureau  receives  many  requests  for  information  about 
plastics.  Often,  the  desired  information  is  available  in  a 
published  book  or  periodical.  This  list  of  books  and  periodi- 
cals has,  therefore,  been  prepared  to  serve  for  reference 
purposes  in  replying  to  inquiries  and  to  provide  a bibliography 
for  those  who  wish  to  consult  publications  on  plastics  at  tech- 
nical libraries.  The  list  includes  only  a limited  number  of 
the  many  books  which  are  available.  However,  those  listed 
are  believed  to  be  representative  and  have  been  found  to  be 
useful  as  sources  of  information  on  the  preparation,  proper- 
ties, applications,  and  testing  of  plastics.  The  prices  and 
subscription  rates  should  be  confirmed  by  correspondence  with 
the  publishers;  foreign  subscription  rates  are'  higher.  Where 
prices  are  not  shown,  the  publications  are  available  without 
charge  to  the  trade.
